I regret that your letter of September 30, 1991 was delayed in getting to me, 
otherwise I would have answered sooner. I'm afraid your request for a special 
DX broadcast will not be possible under any circumstances, First of all, we 
have,after considerable delay, elected not to construct KKMI. Financial and 
land acquisition problems have made the project almost impossible and we need 
to get on with our lives in other more profitable areas. We will not be asking 
the FCC to renew our CP when it expires the end of this week. 


Our FM permit expired in March and we are not asking for reinstatement of that 
either for the same reasons, 


Also, as a daytime-only AM, a broadcast during the experimental hours would 
not have been allowed under FCC rules under any conditions, 


We have received several reports of KKHT being received in England and Europe 
during the past two years, which is rather strange inasmuch as we have never 
placed any sort of signal on the air on 710 kHz, I'm wondering if there might 
be a pirate out there using our frequency and call sign. I have received 
several reporrs of a 1000 Hz tone present on 710 in the early morning hours 
identified as KKMT. It never happened! 


No one is more sorrowful than I that KKMT did not come to pass, Having done 
a lot of DXing in my time, I can identify with you and your club,

For Beginners 


Information and advice of interest to inexperienced DX'ers 


When reading through the lists of contributors to the DDXD columns, it becomes 
apparent that most DX'ers use some form of loop antenna. A wide selection of 
loops are used. There are box loops with and without amplifiers, spiral loops, 
and ferrite-core loops with and without amplifiers. There are loops known by 
the designer's name, type name or number, or by the name of the company that 
markets them; Palomar, Worcester, NRC, Shotgun, Hot Rod, Sanserino, Space 
Magnet, Martens, Radio West, and probably others. The purpose of this "For 
Beginners" article is to present some basic ideas about loop antennas and to 
refer the reader to other sources of information. 


Some _background: The ability of loop antennas to null incoming signais has 
been known since the early days of radio. Loop antennas have been used for 
marine navigation for at least 75 years. When aviation developed to the point 
that some means of direction-finding became necessary, loop antennas were 

used in that field also. Loop antennas are still commonly used for marine and 
aviation navigation, in some applications. About the mid-1930s the manufactur- 
ers of mass-produced home entertainment AM radios began to include loop 
antennas in their sets. The purpose was to improve user convenience by making 
the use of external antennas unnecessary. Those loop antennas were originally 
small spiral loops glued to a fiber board which served as the back cover of 
the radio cabinet. Those loops usually also provided the inductance for the 
input tuned circuit. Later, in the mid-1940s, small ferrite-core loop antennas 
came into use, and continue to be used in most AM radios built for use in the 
home. In the past 25 years most of the serious development work on loop 
antennas has been done by hobbyists. Probably most of those in the United 
States have been or are NRC members. 


The most useful characteristic of the loop antenna is its ability to null 
vertically polarized signals (nearly all medium-wave broadcast stations trans~ 
mit a vertically polarized signal). When a loop antenna is positioned vert- 
ically, like a picture frame on the wall, signals arriving from a direction 
broadside to the loop are cancelled out in the loop and there is no signal 
output from the antenna. There are two nulis; 180 degrees apart. Signals from 
other directions than directly broadside do produce an output from the loop, 
with maximum output from those arriving end-on to the loop frame. For DX use, 
the loop antenna is rotated and tuned to null an unwanted signal, making 
possible the reception of weaker signals on the same frequency. 


Loops are inefficient antennas for radio reception. Their maximum output is 
low. This is a characteristic of loop antennas and is the main reason most 
loops are equipped with amplifiers. Not all loops require amplifiers. When not 
needed, an amplifier may do more harm than good (see Lankford's article 
"What's Wrong with Present-Day Loop Antennas" in DX News dated April 1 of this 
year). When the signal input to a receiver is high enough to reasonably 

exceed the internal noise of that receiver, further amplification of that 
input signal will probably result in poorer rather than better receiver per- 
formance. 


There are several advantages of loop antennas for the medium-wave Dx'er: 


1. the ability to null unwanted signals. 


7 el eas 
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2. loop antennas pick up less radio noise from local sources than do other 
antenna types. 


3. a well-designed and well constructed loop is a sharply tuned circuit which 

can reduce adjacent-channel noise and splatter before it can reach the 
receiver input. 

4. ferrite core loops and the smaller box loops are compact table-top 
units which can provide good DX performance with no need of the outdoor 
space, antenna supports, and hardware associated with longwire antennas. 
This assumes that your receiver is not in a steel-frame highrise or 
ether structure with built-in poor reception. The loop can't pick up 
signals which aren't there. 


Question:Does the shape of the loop frame (square, round, triangular, etc.) 
affect the strength of the output signal? 


No. The output is proportional to the area enclosed by the loop; not to its 
shape. 


Question: It seems that a remotely controlled loop which could be installed 
away from indoor noise sources would be a good idea. Why isn't that done? 


It can be done, but is generally considered to be more trouble than it's 
worth. That would definitely be a complex project. See "The RTL-l Remotely 
Tuned Loop" by Mark Connelly, in DX News dated 10/21/91. 


Question My receiver does not have a terminal for connecting an external 
antenna. How can I connect a loop? 


Nearly all AM receivers that do not have a provision for connecting an ex- 
ternal antenna, have an internal ferrite core loop. You may obtain enough 
coupling between the two loops by simply placing your receiver close to the 
tunable loop antenna. Another possibility is to connect a few feet of in- 
Sulated wire to the loop lead-in and to arrange a few turns of the wire 
around your receiver for inductive coupling to the internal antenna. The Sony 
AN-1 Active Antenna was supplied with a Type ANC-2 ferrite bar antenna coupler 
which is just what is needed for coupling a receiver to a loop antenna. It may 
be possible to order that item from a Sony dealer. If any reader knows about 
this, or about the availability of a similar item, please let us know. 

CAUTION ~ Do not modify your receiver to provide external antenna terminals 
unless you understand just what you are doing. 


Question: I plan to build a loop. Where can I get a 365 pfd tuning capacitor? 


This is the tough question. This item, which was easy to find and inexpensive 
a few years ago is now scarce. One possibility is the tuning capacitor from an 
old AM radio. We ask for reader help with this question. 


Question: My loop gives deep nulls on some but not all local stations. What is 
my problem? 


A vertical loop antenna can null the vertically polarized signal from a 
medium-wave broadcast station. However, power lines and other metal objects 
can pick up and reradiate that signal so that the signal received by the loop 
1S a composite no longer vertically polarized. A clean null is not possible in 
that case. Also, with more distant stations, refraction from the lonosphere 


fos - the polarization. In real-world DX'ing, complete nulls may not be 
needed. 


Numerous excellent articles on loop antennas for anda by hobbyists have been 
written. Refer to DX News for the past year and to the NRC Product Catalog.

Greetings. After the usual iong interval, it's time for me to MUSE ag Dx- 
ing in Minneapolis has been scant since spring. The only exciting ver cation 
was from CFHS, the tourism station on 530 khz in Ft. Frances, ON (after several 
f/fups and, finally, a letter to the ON Tourism uffice in Toronto). Of more 
interest & fun was our 3 week visit to Australia this fall. We started the 
trip by spending 34 days in Sydney. We then fiew to Brisbane where we spent 1 
night and picked up an auto for our week long drive to the Cairns area {about 
1800km N of Brisbane) w/subsequent overnight stops at Gympie, Rockhampton, 
Mackay & Daydream Island {in the Whitsundays). We spent 4 days at Palm Cove 
(about 20km N of Cairns), flew to Meloourne where we spent 3 more days and re- 
turned to Sydney for another day & a hal€ before returning home. I brought my 
TRF & Sony ICF4900 on the trip and was able to do some cursory lsitening I 
noticed that background, man-made electrical noise was not nearly the problem 
in Australia as in the US. Although much of my listening was done while 
sunning on the beaches (which we do as much as possible), I a@iso listened quite 
a bit in hotels. In the US, background noise is generally guite high in hotels 
but this was not the case in Australia, at least at the hotels at which we sta- 
yed. In general, Australian stations had very clean signals with little of the 
extreme overmodulation and sideband splash so prevalant here. The ground con- 
ductivity seemed similar to that found on the E Coast of the US (quite poor o/ 
land, excellent where there was a salt water path). The station density was 
delightful and reminded me of conditions here in the early 50's. Even in Sydney 
which has some 4 million people, there were only 12 strong locals, which, given 
their clean signals, left lots of room for other loggings. The paucity of sta- 
tions in N Queensland left many blank spots on the dial during the day (for ex- 
ample, at Palm Cove there were only 10 stations audible, none above the weak 
4CA translator on 954khz) and lots of room for more distant stations at night. 
Australia, unfortunately, does seem to have the same disease that is prevalent 


elsewhere, all nightitis. However, I suppose that's the price of solid state 
electronics. All in all, the trip was remarkable. The scenery was spectacular, 
the people we met were great and the flora & fauna were fascinating. I was ham- 


pered by not having and up-to-date list of Australian.stations, although I had 
a 90 WRTVH, I found it cumbersome to use as a guick reference and suspect that, 
due to its age, it lacked a bit of accuracy. Is anyone aware of a good, up-to- 
date listing of Australian (and other S$ Pacific) stations? Otherwise, 73's 
(Nice to have your name back in the fold, John. John had one of the first 

NRC get-togethers in Freehold, NJ back in 64 that I ever attended. Wonder how 
many present members that made it to the one would report in NOW?-DWS)

I personal- 
ly think it is a crime that a very high percentage of stations have gone the 
automated or satellite route for their programming. In this area, many stations 
rely on such programming for all, or nearly all, of their programming. In fact, 
it is not unusal to hear several nearby stations programming the exact same 
programming simultaneously. Personally, I would rather hear some 'less-than- 
yteat' lucal announvec Lien generic, sateliite dumped proyramming fed through a 
local transmitter. The reason so many stations are broke and/or programming 
such trash is due to the glut of stations the FCC has allowed to come on the 
air. Here in the Lexington amarket, there is only 1 AM station (WVLK-590) with 
what could be called a news department. To DX matters: CX on the MW band have 
been weird lately. For several days, absorption has literally dried up almost 
all signals N of here at night. The dial is full of SS stations on nearly every 
frequency. It seems strange not hearing the usual stations like WLS, WWWE,WJR, 
WGN, etc. During the evening 11/4 (between 8-11:30PM), I logged several new 

(to me) regional stations from S states including WRBQ-1380, WXOK-1460, WdBY- 
930, KLEB-1600, WZ2TX-1440 & several others. So much for now, 73's and great 
DXing to all of you! {And a thank you to you, Tom, for your fine report!-DWS)

Now that space permits, a few weeks back, I made a trip to Scranton, PA to pick 
up some radio station equipment, with my friend and radio-is-of-interest assoc- 
late Dave Shayer.

If anyone hears WARM, drop a report to Bob Lenio, he'll be glad to hear from 
you. Bob was formerly the CE at WAMS-1380 back in the late 70's, he offered me 
a lot of help with WAMS while I was CE there. The trip back was a rainy day as 
we spent most of the day in Wilkes-Barre and at the offices of the Pocono NE 
Railway outside of Pittston. And it's true about WNAK-730 using fund raisers 
to stay on the air, they had a offer for a spaghetti super to be held at a local 
fire hall, requesting volunteer heip ail for $15 to help keep "WNAK on the air" 
I guess it was working, they were still on and running full KAHN AM STEREO (the 
last one in the US?). Conditions have really been auroral this past week, with 
the AM band wide open at night, even the common FL stations usually heard have 
not been present. I did note WKAT-1360 one evening, featuring a big band music 
show. This station was very common in the DX world about 20 years ago, now 

its rare to see it reported! Again, it would be deeply appreciated if ali re- 
porting in could DOUBLE SPACE your reports, or if hand-written, skip a line on 
the paper. It helps me very much when typing this up after being up for 15 hou- 
rs-hi! It was nice to have reports from ALAN MERRIMAN, JOHN SAMPSON, ERC this 
time, and we'd like to hear from YOU on your DX doings!
